THE DEADLY RAYS. 


TWELVE PERSONS SUCCUMB TO 
HEAT AT CHICAGO. 


The Mercury Higher Than at Any 
Time with Two Exceptions, in 
Several Years—Records from the 
Weather Bureau. 


{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

. CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—Twelve persons 
succumbed to the heat which enveloped 
this city yesterday. Two or three of 
these are not expected to recover. It 
was the hottest day so far this year, the 
Signal-service thermometer registering 
94 deg. in the afternoon. The thermom- 
eters on the street registered four and 
five more degrees than that in the Sig- 
nal Service tower. One postal delivery 
-and one collection all over the city 
were dropped. It was the first time this 
summer that the carriers and collectors 
in the downtown districts found the 
heat too much for them. 

©hicago was not the only town which 
“felt the heats Several towns inthe 
Southwestern States and also in tho 
Mississippi Valley reported the highest 
temperature of the year. Prostrations 
were numerous and outdoor work in a 
number of towns had to be suspended. 
The hottest place in the United States 
yesterday was St. Paul, where the mer- 
cury crawled up until it rested on the 
100 mark, while Omaha, Kansas City, 
St. Louis, Vicksburg and Davenport 
each did the best they could with 96 
deg., while Memphis with 98 deg., was 
the next to St. Paul, Springfield, IIl.; 


Des Moines, Iowa, and Huron, S. D., 
were on even terms with Chicago at 94 
deg., while New York City was fairly 
comfortable with 86 deg. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—At 3 o’clock this 
afternoon the thermometer registered 
96 deg. This had only been equaled 
twice since 1887, when it was '100 deg, 
in the shade and the mortality was 
greater than the undertakers could han- 
dle. Joseph P. Lappham, a shoe dealer, 
dropped dead near Chicago Beach Ho- 
tel. James Brune, an assistant profes- 
sor at the Chicago University, was 
picked up unconscious. 

Thirty persons have been prostrated 
by the heat, one case proving fatal. 

LIKE A FURNACE. 

§T. LOUIS, Aug. 5.—Ninety-eight de- 

in the shade, the highest point 
reached by the thermometer in St. Louis 
this season, was recorded by the local 
‘weather bureau at 4 o’clock this after- 
noon. It was still hotter on the street, 
thermometers in different sections of 
the city registering 100 deg. A strong 
breeze blew almost all day, but it was 
like the air from a furnace. There were 
many prostrations from the _ intense 
heat, the city dispensary and hospital 
attaches being kept busy until a tate 
hour, receiving and caring for them. 

The prostrations numbered about 
twenty. August Herman, one of the 
victims, is dead, and others cannot live. 
Reports from other cities and towns 
in Southern Illinois indicate that to- 
day was the hottest on record for this 
season. Much suffering was caused by 
the intense heat, many prostrations re- 
sulted, and business out of doors was 
generally suspended. ‘The record is as 
follows: Fairbury, 100 deg; Decatur, 99; 

field, 102; Percy, 102. 


THE WARM WAVE. 


Reports of the Washington Bureau 
Show it is General, — 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Reports of 
maximum temperatures received by the 
Weather Bureau show that the present 
warm wave is very general, and is prob- 
ably the most severe during the present 
summer. The Officials say it is very 
unusual for the temperature to reach 
such a high point in so many parts of 
the country at one time. The heat is 
due to an area of high barometer 
which has been prevailing over the 
southern portion of the country and low 
barometer in the northern part, which 
results in great waves of heat coming 
toward the north. 

In this city the heat during the past 
few days has been intense, and today 
the thermometer reached its maximum

THE MOORE FAILURE. 


CLOSING OF THE STOCK EXCHANGE 
HAS HAD EFFECT. 


A Probable Panic Has Been Averted 
and Confidence Restored—The 
Firm Preparing a Statement of 

Their Affairs. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRD.) 

CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—The Chicago 
Stock Exchange will remain closed until 
the Moore Bros.’ failure has Been set- 
tled. The action of the governing com- 
mittee in closing the doors is said by 
some financiers to have averted a 
panic. ‘“‘There is no telling where it 
would have ended,” said a member of 
the Stock Exchange today. “It might 
have resulted in the ruin of a dozen 
business houses and banks.” 

President M. M. Jameson of the Ex- 
change, in fulfillment of resolutions 
adopted by the governing committee, 
has appointed the following gentlemen 
to act with him as a committee®'to con- 
fer with the banks for the purpose of 
arranging a settlement of the affairs of 
Moore Bros.: P. A. Valentine of Armour 
& Co. A. L. Day of Counselman 
> ae and C. C. Yoe of Brewster

Moore Bros. are preparing a state- 
ment of their affairs and those of the 
Diamond Match and New York Bis- 
cuit Company. <A syndicate will be 
formed to underwrite the deal. The 
Diamond Match price will not be over 
160. New York Biscuit not over 75. J. 
H. Moore says: “Our troubles began 
Saturday. Sunday it looked blue, Mon- 

t-had-a promise from my 
brother in the East. Monday after- 
noon the money gave out.” The Stock 
Exchange brokers have informed their 
clients that under the rules,they do not 
guarantee trades, consequently short 
sellers must depend upon the solvency 
of the concerns to whom sales were 
made, consequently those short on 
Diamond Match and New York Bis- 
cuit will not know yet whether they 
get immense paper profits or not until 
the exchange reopens. 

The friends of the Dtamond Match 
Company claim that Barber is now 
interested in a speculative deal. 
There is an unverified report, a rumor, 
that the crowd will.take all Moore hold- 
ings at certain figures and terminate 
the deal. President Barber of the Dia- 
mond Match Company sent the follow~ 
ing cablegram from Paris to Moore 


Bros: “Our presence here quite neces- 
sary. Can do no good if there. Have 
some important trades here. Govern- 


ment denies statement made by Gould’s 
agents. (Signed) “BARBER.” 
The sub-committee of the Governing 
Committee of the Chicago Stock Ex- 
change held a consultation with Judge 
William H. Moore and J. H. Moore at 
the office of the Moore Bros. All of the 
members of the sub-committee were 
present, including Chairman Jamieson 
and Messrs. Yoe, Day and Valentine, 
the last-named representing P. D. Ar- 
mour, who is a member of the com- 
mittee. The Messrs. Moore made a 
verbal statement of the position of 
their trades, but no particulars were 
given out. The sub-committee will 
make its report to the Governing Com- 
mittee of the Stock Exchange, a meet- 
ing called for 12 o’clock having been 
adjourned for the purpose of giving 
the sub-committee further time. 
CINCINNATI NOT AFFECTED. 


CINCINNATI (0.,) Aug. 5.—Among 
the leading brokers on Third street 
the prevailing opinion was that Cincin- 
nati will not feel the financial flurry 
in Chicago. 

One says: “It will have no effect on 
the Cincinnati Stock Exchange, as 
none of the speculatora in this market 
are interested.”’ 

Another says: “I received a message 
stating that the banks and governing 
board of the Stock Exchange of Chi- 
cago have each appointed committees 
to form an underwriting syndicate, 
which will prevent the failures which 
would necessarily occur if the banks 
failed to come to the rescue. It is a 
very liberal stand taken by the Chicago 
banks, and they should be com- 
mended.” 

C. W. Huttoh says: “The Cincinnati 
people never traded in investment se- 
curities in Chicago, and nothing will be 
felt here. They do not speculate on 
margins. A panic in Chicago or New 
York of investment securities will not 
necessarily affect Cincinnati, as local 
buyers invest mainly in grain and pro- 
visions, and when they buy they own.”

“Such question of supreme import- 
ance is presented in that portion of the 
Chicago platform that demands 
free and unlimited coinage of both gold

standard of our country. It would shift 
our money basis from the metal value of 
gold to the metal value of silver. The 
world’s commercial ratio of silver and 
gold is about 31 to 1. To enact free 
coinage at 16 to 1 would be to over- 
value silver by nearly one-half. In ac- 
cord with the uniform and well-known 
laws of money, gold would instantly 
disappear, and the silver dollar would 
have only the value that the metal of 
which it is made possesses in the 
world’s markets. The provision for free 
coinage of gold would be useless, since 
gold would*not appear in our circula- 
tion. The consequences. _of a 
change wold be a catastrophe. Such 
violent alteration of contracts and 
credits, of debts and values, carrying 
with it reduction of purchasing power 
of wages, would not take place without 
general disaster. 

“The Chicago platform attacks the 
policy and measures by which parity, 
that is to say, the gold standard, has 
been maintained. Thereby it not only 
invites the silver standard, but would 
make that standard inevitable. Re- 
sults of the change of standard thus 
forced would be repudiation, pure and 
simple. Other differences there are, but 
I do not dwell upon them. I cannot, 
however, forbear protesting against the

BADGER STATE REPUBLICANS. 


They are for Sound Money and Wil- 
liam McKinley. 
MILWAUKEE (Wis.,) Aug. 5.—What 
promised to be the most exciting po- 
litical convention ever held in the State 
was called to order at noon today by 
Chairman Ed. Coe of the Republican 
State Central Committee. C. A. La- 
moreaux of Ashland, temporary chair- 
man, was greeted with cheers. He 
claimed for the Republicans of the 
Badger State the honor of having first 
advocated the nomination of McKinley. 
He charged the Democratic party with 
having brought about industrial dis- 
tress by the mistaken policy of free 
trade. The free silverites seized the 
opportunity to lay the blame for the 
stagnation to the scarcity of money. 
“Coming as I do from an iron-produc- 
ing section of the country,” Lamoreaux 
said, “I have no doubt but our people 
would favor free°and unlimited coin- 
age of iron at some arbitrary ratio, and 
there would be about as much reason 
in such demand as there is in the de- 
res for free coinage of silver at 16 

ra) 

On the reassembling of the conven- 
tion, G. M. Griffin of Eau Claire was 
made permanent chairman. The plat- 
form was then presented and adopted. 
It indorses the candidates and plat- 
form of the St. Louis convention, and 
condemns the Chicago Democratic 
platform as dangerous to the public 
good. The money question is dis- 
missed in a simple declaration for 
sound money and “an equitable pro- 
tective tariff’ is demanded, non-sec- 
tarianism in public affairs is favored 
and the restriction of foreign immigra- 
tion is called for. 

After the adoption of the platform, A. 
R. Hall of Dunn offered a plank de- 
claring against free railway passes 
for public officers, judges and members 
of the Legislature. Chairman Griffin 
ruled that it was out of order and 
should have been referred to the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions. Hall insisted, 
and it was necessary to call on the 
sergeant-at-arms to restore order. 

Nominating speeches for Governor 
being in order, the names of Robert M. 
La Follette of Dunn, Ira B. Bradford 
of Eau Claire, Emil Baensch of Manito- 
woc, Eugene Elliott and C. E. Esto- 
brook of Milwaukee and Maj. Edward 
Schofield of Oconto were presented. 
Seconding speeches followed. An ad- 
journment was taken until 10 o'clock 
tomorrow, when a ballot will be taken. 


A HOT RACE. 


Pingree, Col. Bliss and Other Mich- 
iganders Running for Governor. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

GRAND RAPIDS (Mich.,) Aug. 5.— 
Not for a dozen years has a Republi- 
can State convention in Michigan been 
attended with so much excitement, en- 
thusiasm and noise as the one now in 
session. The town is full of candidates 
and boomers. Not a quarter of them 
can get into the hall, which at the fall 
of the chairman’s gayel contained a 

\ 


sweltering mass of 5000 people. The 
chief interest attaches to the contest 
for the gubernatorial nomination. 

H. S. Pingree, Mayor of Detroit, 
originator of the Pingree potato-patch 
scheme for utilizing vacant city lots 
for the poor, has the second time made 
a determined onslaught on the Govern- 
orship. Opposing him are Col. A. T. 
Bliss, Saginaw; ex-Congressman J. 
O’Donnell of Jackson, A. O, Wheeler of 
Manistee and D. D. Aitkin. Arrayed 
against Pingree also is the influence of 
the State Republican machine. The ma- 
chine candidate is said to be Bliss, 
though this is denied. 

The situation at the opening of the 
convention is involved in the greatest 
doubt. Pingree has undoubtedly the 
lead, but will lack a majority on the 
first ballot. Close after him is Bliss, 
confident of winning. D. M. Ferry, 
chairman of the State Central Commit- 
tee, called the convention to order at 
11 o’clock. Rev. John L. Jackson made 
the opening prayer, and Victor M. Gore 
of Benton Harbor was-made temporary 
chairman. 

A lively fight was in prospect over 
the delegation from St. Clair county. 
The regular convention was captured 
by Bliss, but the Pingree element 
bolted and sent a contesting delegation. 
The contest was forced upon the con- 
vention immediately at the close of Mr. 
Gore’s speech, by motion of a Detroit 
delegate that, pending a decision by 
the Committee on Credentials, the Pin- 
gree delegates be admitted to the con- 
vention. This aroused a storm. The 
matter was argued with much heat and 
amid. mingled cheers and hisses. A 
plan for harmony prevailed, and the 
contestants were temporarily admitted. 

After the appointment of the usual 
committees, the convention adjourned 
until 3 o’clock. 

Although Michigan is supposed to be 
a strong silver State, it is expected that 
the St. Louis platform will be emphat- 
ically indorsed. 

At 2:30 o’clock the Committee on Cre- 
dentials was still trying to settle the 
St. Clair county fight and asked for 
further time... A motion to adjourn 
until evening was lost, the Pingree 
men insisting that the St. Clair contest 
should be brought into the convention 
at once in the shape of a majority and 
minority report. After a long wrangle, 
the motion to adjourn until 7:30 o’clock 
was renewed, and on a rising vote, 
the chairman declared the motion car- 
ried, to the disgust of the Pingree men 
and the galleries, it being claimed that 
it was clearly negative. 

At 7:20 o’clock the Committee on Cre- 
dentials was still unable to agree on 
the St. Clair contest, and the conven- 
tion decided to take up other business. 
Ex-Lieut.-Gov. J. Wight Giddings was 
made permanent chairman. The _ 
port of the Committee on Resolutions 
was adopted without debate or amend- 
ment. The platform indorses the nomi- 
nees and declarations of the Republi- 
can national convention, denounces the 
Democratic platform as “pandering to 
mob violence and anarchy;” heartily 
supports the Republican money plank 
and declares strongly for protection. 

After the adoption of the platform, 
the convention proceeded with the 
placing in nomination of candidates for 
Governor. 

The nominating speeches for Gov- 
ernor were finished at 10 o’clock, and 
the convention then spent an hour lis- 
tening to the majority and minority 
reports on the St. Clair contest, the 
former favoring Bliss and the latter 
the Pingree delegation. Then a sub- 
stitute for both reports was offered. It 
was proposed to seat both delegations 
with the 22 votes of the county equally 
divided between them. It was adopted. 
The chair declared the substitute had 
the same effect as an amendment; that 
the main question was in order, and 
ordered another roll-call. This was 
disputed, and at midnight the wrangle 
over the parliamentary point contin- 
ued. The Pingree men declared they 
would force a vote on Governor before 
adjourning, but the Bliss men said they 
would try to adjourn as soon as the 
St. Clair matter was settled. 

Being asked to reverse his ruling, 
Chairman Giddings admitted that he 
was. not sure of his ground, and would 
like to defer the matter until morning. 
Thereupon a motion to adjourn until 9 
o’clock carried, the Pingree men vot- 
ing nay.

Two thousand delegates 
and spectators were present. Much 
hard work in the interest of the tIn- 
dorsement of the Democratic electors 
has been done by the committee which 
arrived from Hutchinson this morning. 
C. 8. Crawford of Abilene put the 
delegates in a happy mood in the wel- 
coming address, in which he said the 
Populist party had been born of ne- 
céssity, and would liye until that ne- 
cessity should have passed away. This 
was the year of the people, the year 
for Populist victories, and for the vic- 
tory of that great commoner, that 
“young giant of the West, William J. 
Bryan.” 

The mention of Bryan’s name caused 
enthusiastic cheers. Judge A. W. Den- 
nison of Eldorado, temporary chair- 
man, declared for the fusion of the sil- 


ver forces. The convention took a re =| 


cess until 3 p.m. 

When the convention reassembled at 
30’clock Chairman Dennison announced 
that the Committee on Credentials 
would not be ready to report until 6 
o'clock. A motion to take a recess un- 
til that hour was cried down. The con- 
vention seemed to be in a mood to go 
ahead with the business before it, and 
the temporary organization was made 
permanent. 

The interest centered in the report 
of the Committee on Order of Business, 
which recommended that a committee 
of fourteen, two from each Congress 
district, be appointed to confer with 
the committee of five sent to Abilene 
by the Democratic convention of Hutch- 
inson. The report was adopted, aftera 
motion to reduce the number of the 
Conference Committee from fourteen to 
five had been voted down. This com- 
mittee was appointed, and the conven- 
tion then took a recess until evening. 

The committees from the two conven- 
tions were in session during the aftere 
noon and evening. During the after- 
noon session of the convention the Res- 
olutions Committee reported that a plat- 
form could not be reported till tomor- 
row morning. The rules were then sus- 
pended and nominations for Governor 
were declared in order. Col. H 
ex-Gov. Lewelling, L. P. King, State 
Senator Leedy, George Campbell and 
George Munger were placed in nomi- 
nation for Governor. The first ballot 
resulted: Harris, 209%; Lewelling, 15144; 
King, a Leedy, 60; Munger, 22; Camp- 
bell, 13. 

After the first ballot all the candi- 
dates were called before the conven- 
tion and made five-minute speec 
The oratory made but little change 
in the second ballot. 

WHERE THEY DISAGREE.

Congres- 
sional Nominee Noah Allen made a 
red-hot Watson speech, saying the 
Populists took Bryan because he was 
one of them, but repudiated the Rour- 
bonism of the ticket, and the conven- 
tion went wild, indicating a majority 
strictly in the “middle of the road.” 

Chairman “Stump” Ashley, in re- 
sponding, said the Democrats ought to 

‘serve in the ranks of reform awhile be- 
fore asking all the positions of trust. 
In referring to the St. Louis conven- 
tion he said the papers had misrepre- 
sented them, but the 103 stood firm in 
in the middle of the road. (Cheering.) 

The convention got no further than 
permanent organization and then ad- 
joured until tomorrow. It got into a 
wrangle over the order of business, 
which was finally straightened out so 
that the first thing tomorrow will be 
the consideration of the platform. 
There are three elements in the con- 
vention.

Well Known Bookmaker Said to Be 
Losing His Mind.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 5.—John 
Humphreys, the well-known book- 
maker, has shown signs of aberration 
of intellect, and is at present under 
treatment at the German Hospital. 

Humphreys’s malady made its ep- 
pearance in a mild form about a week 
ago, and since that time he has been 
kept under surveillance by his friends. 
These latter are at a loss to find a rea- 
son for his mental collapse. It is tol- 
erably certain that money losses have 
nothing to do with the popular turf- 
man’s condition, for it is stated that 
the winter season was a successmul one 
for his book, and that he recovered up- 
ward of $40,000 which he lost during 
the previous summer’s racing at Bay 
District. 

It is known that Humphreys has suf-

effects. 

A few days ago Humphreys began to 
harbor the delusion that certain of his 
friends were in league to do him an in- 
jury. He accosted people on the streets 
and charged them with circulating 
stories to his detriment. Those ac- 
cused were at a loss to account for the 
penciler’s excited manner and wild 
charges until they learned later of his 
mental condition. Whether a season 
of rest and careful nursing will restore 
the unfortunate bookmaker to his nor- 
mal condition remains to be seen.

VISITS THE QUEEN. 


Li Hung Chang Pays His Devoirs to 
Victoria. 


LONDON, Aug. 5.—(By Atlantic 

ble.) Li Hung Chang and suite went 
by special train to Portsmouth today, in 
order to cross the Solent to the Isle of 
Wight and visit the Queen at Osborne. 
A salute of nineteen guns was fired 
when he boarded the royal yacht, Al- 
berta. On leaving Portsmouth the yacht 
made a detour and gave the distin- 
guished traveler a view of the large 
fleet of warships assembled in those 
waters. 
The Chinese statesman was saluted 
by the fleet and continued on his way 
to the Trinity wharf, Cowes, where he 
was received by the Prince of Wales, 
who escorted him to Osborne. The Mar- 
quis of Salisbury, who presented Li 
Hung Chang to Her Majesty, had pre- 
ceded the Chinese envoy to the Isle of 
Wight. 

When the royal yacht Alberta arrived 
at Cowes, Li Hung Chang was received 
with national honors. He was driven 
from the landing to Osborne House in 
a royal carriage drawn by four horses, 
and upon his arrival there was shown 
to the private apartments set aside for 
his use. He was then presented to the 
Prince of Wales and the Duke’of York, 
in the reception-room. Li Hung Chang 
and his’ suite, Lord Salisbury and 
others, took lunch together at Osborne 
House, while the Queen and other ruy- 
alties took lunch in a private apart- 
ment. Afterward the Chinese envoy 
was ushered into the presence of the 
Queen, who was seated in a small. 
gilded chair, dressed in black and sur- 
rounded by members of the royal fam- 
ily. Lord Salisbury presented Li Hung 
Chang, and in response the Queen 
bowed to the nation’s guest, but did 
not rise. 

Li Hung Chang then read a speech 
in the Chinese language, which his son, 
Viscount Li, translated. He said, in 
substance, that he had been com- 
manded by his master, the Emperor of 
China, to pay his respects to Her Maj- 
esty, and that he had traveled many 
miles to carry out its mandate. He 
then handed to the Queen a large yel- 
low silk envelope containing his cre- 
dentials. 

The Queen, in reply, said that sh 
Was glad to see His Excellency, and 
remarked that he had had a long jiour- 
ney. Her Majesty also said that she 
reciprocated the good-will of the Chi- 
nese Emperor.

A.P.A. MEETING. 


President Hudleson of Oakland 
Spoke at Music Hall. 

Music Hall was crowded last even- 
ing with sympathizers of the AF .A., 
and the curious who were drawn 
thither by a desire to see and hear B. 
F. Hudleson of Oakland, State pres- 
ident of the association, the speaker of 
the evening. The meeting which was 
public, was presided over by Rev. 
George E. Dye of Los Angeles. 

President Hudleson dwelt at length 
on the emigration and public school 
questions, which are now being agi- 
tated by the A.P.A. all over the coun- 
try. He said that the emigrants were 
now pouring into the country and 
settling in and about the great cities 
of New York, Illinois, Pennsylvania 
and Massachusetts by the hundred 
thousands, and that the influx of this 
undesirable class was, at the present 
day, greater by far than ever before, 
and if means were not taken to prevent 
their importation that the present con- 
dition of things must continue to grow 
rapidly worse. 

In referring to the public school ques- 
tion, which has been constantly dwelt 
upon by the A. P. A. since the exist- 
ence of that order he said: “Any 
church which has its own schools, 
that forbids the children of the com- 
municants to attend the public schools, 
because it cannot rule these schools, is 
no friend of the public system of teach- 
ing. Those who are friends and believe 
in the public schools send their chil- 
dren there despite the views of their 
church. I demand, in the name of the 
American Protective Association, that 
the Legislature of California pass a 
law prohibiting the issuance of certifi- 
cates to any one, unless the applicant 
has gained his or her knowledge in the 
public schools of our State, and that 
each of these applicants shall be open 
to a proper and thorough investiga- 
tion.” 

When asked, last evening, by a Times 
reporter, whether the charges recently 
made to the effect that he had entered 
into a contract with John D. Spreck- 
els to “sell out” the California A.P.A., 
were true, President Hudleson said: 
“No, the charges are utterly ground- 
less, and I emphatically deny them.” 

There will be no more public meet- 
ings in Los Angeles, though secret 
sessions will be held from time to time 
during the president’s stay in Southern 
California, which will be for several 
weeks.

Auticipations. 


California Stock of Small Size 
Selling Well. 


Prospects in Maryland and Delaware 
are for Fall Output—Michigan 
May Cut Some Figure on Account 
of the Reduced Freight Rates. 


(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Although the stereotyped an- 
nual wail of American peach-growers 
went up early this season about the al- 
leged short crops in some prolific peach- 
producing sections, the present outlook 
is for abundant receipts from most of 
the old and some of the new sources of 
supply for this market. The shipments 
from Georgia are ended for the season, 
but the product of Maryland, Delaware 
and California is coming in freely. 

The Maryland and Delaware f:uit 
first received was small and unsatisfac- 
tory, but good peaches are now coming 
in. They are being sold at wholesale 
for from 35 to 90. cents a basket, accord- 
ing to the quality and condition, some 
extra choice lots commanding scme- 
what higher prices. California peaches 
of small size are quoted from 31.30 to 
$1.60 a box, and large ones, $1.89 to 
$2.10 a box. A few lots of exceptionally 
large handsome fruit have been sold 
for $2.35 per box. The prospects in 
Maryland and Delaware are for a full 
crop, that of the latter State being the 
best produced in many years. 

Crop reports from Ohio, Kentucky, 
Indiana, Illinois, Missouri and Kansas 
are encouraging, but those from New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, New York and 
Connecticut are less favorable. The 
Michigan crop is expected to be very 
light, and, as railroad freight rates 
have been reduced, many Michigan 
peaches are expected to be received 
here this season. Massachustts has, 
within the last few years, been assum- 
ing considerable prominence as a peach- 
growing section, and it is estimated 
now has nearly six hundred thousand 
trees, against only 82,884, by actual 
count, in 1875. A well-known receiver 
of peaches estimates that the season’s 
supply for this market from all sources 
will be equal to from 15,000,000 to 20,- 
000,000 baskets, and predicts that prices 
will be low.

(Harper’s Round Table:) Prof. Gar- 
ner says that one of the most intelligent 
and quite the best educated chimpan- 
zee that he has ever saw is Consul II. 
The many feats done by this ape would 
fill a small volume; he has not been 
trained to perform them as tricks, sim- 
ply to amuse or entertain visitors, but 
many of them he has taken up of his 
own accord, having seen others do so. 
The feat that impressed me most was 
his skill in riding a tricycle, and his 
taste for that sport. He often takes his 
machine without being told, and rides 
all about the place; if he finds it lying 
on its side, he sets it upright, adjusts 
the handle-bar, mounts it, and takes a 
ride.

SUNDAY CLOSING. 


BUSINESS MEN AND MERCHANTS 
PROTEST AGAINST IT. 


Petition from Them to the Council 


Filed Yesterday with the City, 


Clerk—The Matter Discussed by 
the Public Morals Committee. 


That the business men and merchants 
of the city propose taking a hand ‘m the 
Sunday-closing agitation, which has 
been carried on for some time, is evident 
from the following petition, addressed 
to the City Council and filed yesterday 


with the City Clerk, the petition having 


attached to it the signatures of about 
five hundred firms and business men: . 

“To the Honorable City Council: We, 
the undersigned, merchants of the city 
of Los Angeles, hereby protest earnestly 
and respectfully against the proposed 
ordinance which will require us to 
close our places of business on Sunday 
of each week. Our, business is legiti- 
mate and we pay tothe city a handsome 
revenue for the privilege of conducting 
the same. Its pursuit seven days in the 
week can in no possible way affect the 
morality of our citizens. The passage 
of such an ordinance at this time of 
business depression will result in serious 


loss and injury to us. It will force many, 


of us out of business and the city in 
common with us will suffer injury. We 


protest against such manifest injustice.” 


The Committee on Public Morals dis- 
cussed the Sunday-closing question yes- 
terday afternoon, and listened to a num- 
ber of persons who desired to speak on 
both sides of the question. A full com- 
mittee was present made up of Coun- 
cilmen Kingery, Stockwell and Savage, 
ard each member gave closest attention 
to what was said. . 


. The advocates of Sunday-closing were 
represented by Mr. Booth of-the Retail 


Clerks’ Union, while a Mr. Knox spoke 
for the Adventists and those opposed to 
the proposed Sunday-closing ordinance. 
About half an hour was consumed in 
listening to the oratory, which pro- 
duced nothing new or strange in the 
way of argument. The same ground 
was gone over by the speakers that has 
been traversed in the past, while the 
Council has discussed the matter. 
Councilman Kingery injected some 
humor into the situation by pleasantly 
“guying’”’ the orators, and otherwise 
making it interesting for them, The 
venerable representative of the Fourth 
Ward is no mean theologian himself, 
having for many years conducted the 
destinies of a Methodist class-meet- 
ing. He is, therefore, never so much at 
home and in his element, as when dis- 
cussing religious propositions. Mr. 
Kingery caused one very logical Ad- 
veritist orator to blush yesterday, by 
tentatively saying: ‘Logic! logic!’ 
when the aforesaid orator had finished 
his speech, and following these re- 
markable words, Mr. Kingery retated 
a story of a college graduate who was 
so logical as to be able to prove to his 
father that there were three roasted 


chickens on a platter, when the “old 


man” had only placed two thereon. But 
the smart youth was foiled by being 
directed to take for his part the imagi- 
nary third chicken, while the old folks 
consumed the visible pair of fowls. 
“Logic,” said Councilman Kingery, “is 
a great thing, and we cannot have too 
much of it. Now, who wants to speak 
next?’ and nobody moved _ while 
the logical Adventist looked as though 
he regretted being on earth. 

The committee took no action in the 
matter yesterday, but may formulate 
a report to the Council later in the 
week, | 

A protest against the curbstone 
preachers, who orate in the vicinity of 
Central Park, was considered by the 
committee. the protest being made by 
persons living in the vicinity of the 
park. The committee was undecided 
as to what could be done in the prem- 
ises, and referred the matter to the 
City Attorney, for an opinion on the 
subject. | 


FIRE COMMISSIONERS. 


Two Members ol the Department 
Dismissed from Office. 

The Board of Fire Commissioners at 
its regular meeting yesterday, consid- 
ered the cases of the firemen sus- 
pended last week by Chief Moore. The 
men were Callman Lee and Firemen 
Jacobs of chemical company No. 2. 
Both were charged by the Chief with 
violation of rule No. 40. Their offense 
consisted in uncalled for and injudic- 
ious criticism of their superior officers. 
Both men have offended in the same 
manner before. Jacobs was allowed to 
file his resignation yesterday, which 
was at once accepted. and Lee, upon 
the recommendation of the Chief, was 
dropped from the department. 

The Chief reported that since ~ the 
last meeting of the board, a number 
of property-owners have erected fire- 
escapes on their buildings in compli- 
ance with the fire-escape ordinance. 

The board considered the petition of J. 
J Britl, who wished to lease a part of 
the ground on wWhich the Pico-street 
engine-house stands, and recommended 
to the Council that the petition be de- 
nied. The Chief had reported in this 
matter, and recommended that if the 
ground was leased, a rental of $5 a 
month be charged. His report was filed. 

The following petitions for permission 
to use crude oil and maintain ‘boilers 
and engines, were referred to the Chief:

streets; Los Angeles Coffin Company, 
Walnut street, East Los Angeles; Haw- 
ley, King & Co., to use forges at Fifth 
and Broadway. 

The board granted permission to O. 
T. Johnson to maintain a blacksmith 
shop on Ninth and Los Angeles streets.

It was noted in examining the monthly 
reports made from the different engine- 
houses of the city, that a great many 
callmen were marked with “goose eggs,” 
these being chalked up against those 
who did not assist in responding to fire 
alarms at the proner time. The Chief 
was directed to investigate this matter 
and find out why so many callmen 
were apparently derelict. 

R. B. Young appeared before the 
board with the plans and specifications 
for the new engine-house on h 
Hill street. Thev were examined by 
the commissioners, and given officia/ 
approval. 


‘CITY ENGINEER BEATEN, 


Long-standing Dispute Between City 
| Officials Settled. 

By a recent decision of Judge McKin- 
ley of the Superior Court, a dispute be- 
tween the City Engineer and the Street 
Superintendent, which began shortly 
after the two officials were installed 
into office, last year, is now ended, and 
the City Engineer's contention in the 
‘matter is declared by tke court to be 
unfounded and erroneous. 

The dispute in question had to do 
with the extent of each official's juris- 
diction over street ‘mprovements or- 
dered by the City Council. In the ac- 
ceptance by the city of graded streets, 
the City Engineer claimed to have au- 
thority to reject work which was faulty 
and not up to specifications. This in- 
cluded the passing upon the quality of 
the matterials ased in the work. The 
Street Superiyitendent insisted that it 
was his, province to decide as to the 
quality of the work done, and claimed 
that the City Engineer’s duty was fin- 
ished when he (the Engineer) found 
street work to be upon the proper line 
and grade. 

The @spute was carried into the 
City Council. It was a matter of im- 
portaneey and involved much expense 
to the ¢ity, as the salaries of inspec- 
tors, which each official insisted on em- 
ploying, was no inconsiderable item.

This attorney advised him 
that City Attorney Dunn’s opinion was 
faulty, and Compton, the City Engi- 
neer, accordingly took the matter, or 
allowed it to be taken, into the courts. 

He refused to issue a certificate of ac- 
ceptance for work done on Clay street 
to A. M. Austin, a contractor. Suit was 
accordingly begun by Austin to compel 
the City Engineer to accept his work. 
The City Engineer desired the City At- 
torney to conduct his case for him, but 
after the court overruled the engineer’s 
demurrer to the complaint, the City 
Attorney asked to be excused, as, 
should he assist the engineer, he would 
be arguing contrary to a written opin- 


ion in the case, which he had before | 


The case was but recently disposed 
of by Judge McKinley, who sustained 
the demurrer of ex-City Attorney Mc- 
‘Farland, to the City Engineer’s an- 
swer, and unless the case i8 appealed, 
which it is not thought will be done, 
the Street Superintendent is adjudged 
by the court to be correct in his conten- 
tion, and the City Attorney’s opinion 
in the case is confirmed. ‘The City En- 
gineer expresses’ himself as satisfied 
with the outcome of the matter, as he 
desired to simply know what his duty 
in the premises might be. This being 
the case, all hands concerned have no 
obstacle in the way of being happy 
ever after.

State of California. We, Antonio F. 
Coronel and Manuel F. Coronel, obli- 
gate ourselves with Soledad de Yndart 
for family considerations to be guard- 
ians and care for Francisco Yndart 
during our lives and. during his life, 
and we receive in confidence and trust 
the interests of Soledad F. Coronel de 
Yndart as heir of the deceased Ygnacio 
F.. Coronel and Francisca R. de Coro- 
nel-in the interests which Antonio F. 
Coronel holds in trust for them; and 
also the half of the land of the old 
garden, (huerta) deeded to Soledad F. 
Coronel and to Antonio F. Coronel, 
which properties are the house and 
garden (huerta) known as that of the 
Coronels in this city, house on Negro 
street and the garden (huerta) on 
Alameda street. Witnesseth, that we, 
Antonio F. Coronel and Manuel F. 
Coronel, owing to the incapacity of said 
Francisco Yndart, to manage any busi- 
ness on account of his habitual weak- 
ness, obligate ourselves as guardians 
to care for and maintain him during 
his life out of the products of the ecapi- 
tal which we receive in trust from 
Soledad F. Coronel de Yndart, and to 
turn over the same or its equivalent 
when we believe proper, the two 
guardians acting together to that end 
for the benefit of Francisco Yndart. 
We, Antonio Manuel, binding ourselves 
not to purchase from Francisco Yndart 
any of the interest which we receive 
in trust, nor to obtain from him any 
document having like effect, nor any 
which might deprive him thereof, ex- 
cept when Antonio F. Coronel and 
Manuel F. Coronel jointly agreeing, 


Francisco Yndart, nor shall we per- 
mit him to execute any documents with 
any one of his own family, and by this 
document we declare to be void what- 
ever may result in favor of one or the 
two guardians or family.

A RULING AWAITED. 


Ben Mings’s Trial May End Today. 
Question of Law. ‘ 

Nothing new was developed in the 
trial of Ben Mings during yesterday’s 
proceedings before Judge Smith and a 
jury. 

John Dietzel, J. F. Burns, Nelson D. 
Williams, W. A. White, F. oO. Slanker, 
J. W. Lorbeer and Sheriff Burr. 

The testimony of these witnesses 
was published during the preliminary 
examination, and the more salient por- 
tions have been ruled out, as not con- 
necting Ben Mings with the exhibits 
introduced in the preliminary examina- 
tion of George D. Mings and Ben W. 
Mings, jointly. 

A strong effort was made just be- 
fore the hour of adjournment last even- 
ing to prove that a remark of Ben W. 
Mings was overheard by Lorbeer that 
would connect him with the murder of 
Hays. Lorbeer claims that as George 
Mings was being escorted from the 
crowd he overheard him say to Cook, 
“He talks too d——n much!” and that 
whén he made the remark he looked in 
the direction of George Mings and the 
officer. 

Counsel for the defense claim that 
even had such remark been made, it 
proved nothing and would not indicate 
guilt. 

Authorities were read to the court 
touching upon the subject. In a mur- 
der case at Grass Valley it was shown 
that two men had warned a third to 
leave the country under fear of deatn; 
the man was murdered and these men 
were arrested and held for the crime. 
During the time they were incarcerated 
in the County Jail one had been over- 
heard to remark to the other, “We 
would better have let the d—n —— 
— leave!” 

The above evidence was allowed to 
go before the jury and a conviction 
followed. The Supreme Court granted 
a new trial on the grounds that it was 
error to permit a “scrap” of conver- 
sation to go before the jury. 

The prosecution claims that Ben 
Mings’s words contained.a_ full expres- 
sion and were not a “scrap” of conver- 
sation. Judge Smith took the matter 
under advisement, and will decide the 
question upon the convening of court 
this morning. .If the decision is in 
favor of the defendant the prosecution 
will probably rest and the trial will 
come to a speedy close. ,

T. H. B. Chamblin of Riverside is 
registered at the Hollenbeck, @ slight 
figure with dark complexion and & 
thoughtful expression of face, His 
wiry figure denotes the highest type 
of activity and vitalized energy. The 
writer first met him three years ago. 
at the old Chamber of Commerce, 
when perfecting the Fruit Growers’ 
Union, in which he was ‘unquestion- 
ably the master spiftit. of organiza- 
tion. He greeted The Trespasser in 
his usual cordial manner. 

“The last spring was rather hard 
on the fruit trees, was it not, Mr. 
Chamblin?” asked The Trespasser. 
“Yes, the fruit interests suffered con- 
siderably from severe late frosts in 
April, followed by hotter weather in 
t ay than we. have 


the orchards. But 
so far as oranges are concerned, 
you never can really. tell the 
extent of damages so long ag the 
fruit is and blending its color 
with that of the leaves, When the 
orange begins to turn yellow, then you 
can go through an orchard and form 
some definite idea of its probable 
yield. It’s a bad idea to jump at con- 
clusions in a matter of this sort.” 

“Do you regard orange culture in 
Arizona and New Mexico as liable to 
jeopardize profits on that industry in 
this State?” asked Tite Trespasser. 

“Not immediately, if ever,” replied 
Mr. Chamblin. “The only advantage 
they have over us is that their sea- 
sons are more advanced and their 
fruit would ripen from four to six 
weeks earlier than ours. This. would 
not materially assist them in placing 
their fruits in eastern markets ahead 
of us, because their fruits would be 
ripe just when there is so much cold 
weather ou the overland railroads 
that two-thirds of every consignment 
would be badly frostbitten before it 
could reach its destination. No, I do 
not regard those territories as danger- 
ous factors. They are pastoral and 
mining States, rather than agricul- 
tural or fruit-growing countries.” 

“What do you regard as the great- 
est obstacle to successful fruit-growing 
in Southerm California at present?” | 
asked The Trespasser. | 

“Our remoteness of location, beyond 
doubt. All other evils will follow in 
its train. We are not only obliged to 
pay heavy tribute to the railroads for 
the work of transportation, but we 
are placed wholly at the mercy of ir- 
responsible commission merchants in 
those Eastern States. Did you read 
that decree of Judge Otis of Minneap- 
olis in Sunday's Times, in the matter

& commission merchant who was 
charged with false accounting?”

The 
trouble is that what applies to Shea 
applies to nearly everybody else in the 
same business. Accounting fairly toa 
client for the sale of his wares is ex- 
ceptional. You formerly lived in Ore- 
gon, I think you told me?”

“Well, I had a conversation with an 
Oregon cannery man who evidently un- 
derstood the salmon business from A 
to Z, some months ago, and he told 
me that he was forced out of the busi- 
ness by the methods of a dishonest or 
irresponsible character of the men to 
whom he had been obliged to consign.”

Democrats Could not Agree on a 
Candidate. 


“The Push” Was Much in Evi- 
dence at Ventura. 


Could not Break the Deadlock at 
the Congress Convention—Ad- 
journed to Meet in Los Angeles. 
Patton and Rose Yet Even, — 


' VENTURA, Aug. 5.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) By recourse to the rank- 
est piece of sharp practice, if it may 
be called by no harsher name, the Sixth 
District Congress convention of the 
great ‘“unterrified’” Democracy ad- 
journed this afternodn to meet in Los 
Angeles August 17. The story of the 
day in substance jis as follows: When 
the convention opened this morning at 
9:30 the situation stood in deadlock, 
awaiting the report of the Committee 
on Credentials, of which J. Marion 
Brooks was chairman, in the matter 
of the investigation of the telegraphic 
proxy of George Hartman of Santa 
Cruz, which, had it been admitted, 
would have broken the deadlock in fa- 
vor of George S. Patton. When the roll 
had been called, J. Marion Brooks, of 
the Credential Committee asked until 
1 p.m., as his committee had not re- 
ceived satisfactory proof of the authen- 
ticity of the dispatch from Hartman. 
T. O. Taland made strenuous objection 
and stated that he was in possession of 
a telegram from Bart Burk, Senator 
for Santa Cruz, that the proxy as tele- 
_ graphed was genuine. 

The telegram read as follows: “George 
Patton, Ventura: Know the facts; 
Hartman proxy all right.’’ Signed Bart 
Burk and Charles Cassin. . 

In spite of these facts the “push” won 
the point and a recess until 1 p.m. re- 
sulted. 

During recess the Rose contingent, 


or rather the leaders of the “push,” | 


canvassed and evolved a scheme which 
resulted in the undoing of the Patton 
contingent. Promptly at 1 p.m. Chair 
man Merritt of Monterey called the 
convention to order, about two-thirds 
of the delegates being in their seats. 
Without waiting a second after the fall 
of the gavel, Gus Cooper of Santa Bar- 
bara was recognized, and made a mo- 
tion to the effect that the convention 
“now adjourn to meet in Los Angeles 
August 17.” This was seconded by 
John W. Mitchell, and the most bit- 
terly-contested battle of record in the 
Sixth Congress District opened. Tom 
McCaffrey called for.a roll-call and 
was seconded by Tom Cuddy, Adolph 
Ramish, secretary, immediately called 
for the vote of Monterey county, which 
was responded to by E. Faw with seven 
votes in the affirmative. At this junc- 
ture George S. Patton took: the floor, 
and in spite of protest.from J. W. 
Mitchell, McCaffrey, J. Marion Brooks 
and T. J. Cuddy, demanded the right 
to debate the motion of Cooper. Chair- 
man Merritt became visibly rattled, 
and Ramish came to his rescue with a 
point of order, that the call of the roll 
having commenced, no debate was pos- 
sible. 

PANDEMONIUM BROKE LOOSE. 

Messmore, Mitchell and McCaffrey 
added their voices in support of Ramish 
and pandemonium broke loose, Patton 
held his ground, supported by T. O. 
Taland, admittedly the parlimentarian 
of the convention. The outcome re- 
sulted in the Chairman ruling in favor 
of Ramish’s point of order, and the 
roll-call proceeded, resulting in an af- 
firmative vote of 36 to 34. Before the 
result could be officially announced T. 
O. Taland challenged the vote of George 
Arbuckle of Los Angeles, and placed 
in the hands of the Secretary a _tele- 
graphic proxy signed by Arbuckle and 
attested by Oscar Roberts and F. 
Smith. The proxy as filed delegates H. 
W. Patton as proxy and instructed for 
Geo. S. Patton. This caused a sensa- 
tion and cheers from the Patton dele- 
gates and the audience. Meanwhile 
Tom McCaffrey and J. Marion Brooks 
had made repeated trips to the plat- 
form with verbal instructions on rul- 
ings which reached the Chairman 
through Ramish. Taland meanwhile 
held the floor and charged McCaffrey 
with voting Arbuckle’s proxy with full 
knowledge that it had been revoked, 
and charged further that he had voted 
Youkem’s name Tuesday. evening, 
knowing him to be absent and on his 
way to Los Amgeles. Brooks and 
Cuddy contimually interrupted Taland 
amid cheers and hisses. The Chair 
finally secured order and Brooks took 
the floor, and in sarcastic terms en- 
deavored to break the force of Taland’s 
points by exposing and holding up to 
scorn Arbuckle for the sale of his vote 
at Sacramento. He then went into a 
lurid word picture of Arbuckle as a 
guileless youth in the power or under 
the control of two Los Angeles rum 
sellers. At this juncture Mitchell made 
the point of order that Arbuckle’s 
proxy was irregular. When ruled 
against by Chairman, the war of words 
was taken up by Taland, who in 
scathing terms poimted out the fact 
that this rum. seller vote had been 
voted steadily for Mr. Rose and no 
objection was made until it had to be 
recorder against them. He likened this 
action to “the debauch of virtue and its 
final ejection through the back door,” 
@ sentiment which evoked cheers from 
the galleries who were out in force. 

BUOYED UP WITH ADVICE. 

Points of order flew thicker and faster 
than they could be recorded and the 
chairman was only kept to his work by 
McCaffrey, Brooks and Ramish, who 
in turn buoyed him up with advice. 
Amid the confusion George Patton in- 
sisted on the right of free speech, and 
made a fiery speech, during which he 
openly denounced Huntington and his 
hirelings on the floor of what was called 
a Democratic convention. He warned 
McCaffrey, that if he attempted to 
defeat the will of the majority he 
would not be able to deliver the goods 
in November, closing with the follow- 
ing sentence: ‘Is it your desire to nom- 
inate a Democratic candidate, or do 
you intend to bow down to Huntington 
and do his bidding and nominate a 
dummy to be knocked down?” 

Cheer on cheer lasting fully five min- 
utes broke out all over the hall, very 
nearly resulting in the chairman losing 
all control of the assemblage. Toland, 
Grimes and others of the Patton forces 
added their strength to the effort made 
by Patton to shame the McCaffrey 
hatchet men, as they were called, but 
without avail, as they acted in unison 
in response to orders. During Patton’ 
speech Brooks made repeated efforts 
to choke him off, and, at the conclu- 
sion of the speech, was immediately 
recognized by the chairman and pro- 
ceeded to, as he termed it, hurl defiance 
at any man who hinted that the rail- 
road a in the greatest

district. He told funny 
Bryan, Jackson and Jefferson, work- 
ing along the line to a point where he 
urged “harmony” and counselled “‘mod- 
eration” and fair play to the end that 
the Populists, “our allies,” who would 
meet in San Luis Obispo August 15 
might be requested to join hands and 
help them out of their present dilemma. 
He was hissed and cheered by turns. 
He was followed by Faw of Monterey, 
who scented a bolt on the part of 'Pat- 


ton’s adherents and tried to pour oil 
on the troubled waters by quoting old- 
line Democratic arguments. Toland at 
this point made a further appeal for a 
called attention to the

face that no report had been given by 
Mr. Brooks's Committee on Credentials 
in the matter of the two and one-half 
votes in dispute, which could be legally 
cast for Patton if the committee would 
report. This was a delicate point, and 
Brooks and others called for the orig- 
inal motion, which covered the roll- 
call on the motion to adjourn. The 
chairman, “stiffened up” by Ramish, 
Brooks and McCaffrey, finally amid 

reat confusion and in spite of protest, 
Jeotared the convention adjourned to 
meet in Los Angeles August 17, and 
McCaffrey and his men walked out of 
the hall cheering. 

A PATTON CAUCUS. 

George Patton's delegates kept their 
seats and by unanimous vote decided to 
meet in caucus in the parlors of the 
Anacapa Hotel. 
were secret, but the following resolu- 
tion was passed, and given out for pub- 
lication: 

“Resolved, that a committee of five 
conSisting of T. O. Toland, chairman; 
Brice Grimes, H. W. Patton. Isidore B. 
Dockweiler and Caesar Lataillade, be 
appointed, with full power to take such 
steps as may seem best to further the 
nomination of George 8S. Patton by the 
of the Sixth Congress Dis- 
trict.” 

Interviews with the ‘delegates devel- 
oped that they intend to stand firm to 
the end and carry the war to the bitter 
end. Mr. Patton stated that he has 
every’ confidence in his ability to win 
in the end, and said that it was the first 
time in the political history of Demo- 
cratic conventions in the district where 
no quarter would be asked of the rail- 
road people, who had resorted to every 
known form of political corruption and 
fraud to debauch a Democratic conven- 
tion. He defied them on the floor and 
would do the same in Los Angeles Au- 
gust 17. 

The most intense excitement prevails 
among the delegates of both factions. 
Among the Los Angeles “push’’ several 
delegates openly “wondered” what it 
all meant, and declared that they were 
“programmed” and that ended their 
responsibility. 

During the heated debate Mr. Patton 
paid a glowing tribute to Mr. Rose, 
whom he absolved from personal re- 
sponsibility for the acts of the men who 
were so evidently seeking his political 
destruction. 

All that remains now is to wait and 
both sides are hot for the fight to come.

Francisco, accompanied the party from 
that city. | 

About 3 o’clock the visitors were es- 
corted to the Chamber of’Commerce, 
where the directors were awaiting their 
arrival. After entering their names 
upon the big register they were taken 
through the Chamber by Superinten- 
dent Wiggins, who showed them the 
various exhibits.. Mr. Asano was espe- 
cially interested in the fruits and veg-' 
etables, and after seeing the display 
on the main floor, he seemed much 
pleased to see in the gallery the raised 
map of the county The contour of 
the coast and the harbor at San Pedro 
particularly attracted his attention. 

From the Chamber of Commerce the 
visitors were taken in carriages to the 
oil well region and then through the 
residence portion of the city along Fig- 
ueroa street.

TN ELECTRICITY. 


HAUSTED OIL WELLS, 


Electricity as a Thief-catcher—An 
Qzone Apparatus—An Automatic 
Feneing Master—The Lighting of 
a little Town. 


NEW YORK, July 24.—A scheme is 
on foot to restore the productiveness 
of exhausted oil wells by electricity. 
to lower an electrio 
heater into the well, turn on the cur- 
rent, and by the-heat generated melt 
out the refuse matter which is clog- 
ging the pores of the stone, and thus 
atlow the fresh upward flow of oil, It 
may be explained that the generally 
accepted idea in regard to the giving 
out of. oil wells is not that the supply 
of oil in the well is necessarily dimin- 
ished, but that tthe flow is arrested by 
the stopping up of the exit. The stone 
through which the oil passes is of a 
very porous nature, and as the liquid 
is in a erude state, the dregs become 
thickened and settle in the rock near 
the edges of, the bottom of the well. 
The common practice has been to dis- 
perse the block at the bottom of the 
well by torpedoes, but this was found 
expensive, The machine by which it 
is claimed the dead springs of the 
deep can be again made to give up 
their wealth of oil is described as about 
three feet long, and resembling an iron 
cartridge, It contains chambers packed 
with carbon, and so constructed as to 
radiate intense heat in all directions. 
Such rejuvenation of the dry wells of 
the oil districts of the United States 
would mean a fortune to many a man 
who had been beggared by the failure 
of his well, and would add millions of 
barrels of oil to the annual production 
of the country, If a sufficient quantity 
of heat can be generated. and localized 
by the new invention, the plan would 
appear feasible, but ft has yet to be 
proved whether that is possible. The 
-invention is said to be in the hands of 
a powerful oi] monopoly, who are ta 
test it thoroughly. 
ELBCTRICITY AS 

CATCHER. 

When electrical devices for the de- 
tection of theft were first proposed for 
general use, this application of electric- 
ity was looked upon as more of a prac- 
tical joke than anything else. Elec- 
trical thief catchers, as a matter of 
fact, have turned out to be much more 
reliable in their operation than their 
human prototypes, and they are now 
extensively employed. The  ready- 
made suit on the dummy outside the 
cheap clothier’s store is found to be 
safer when the lock and chain by whic 
the wooden figure is secured is super- 
seded by an_ electrical attachment, 
which instantly gives notice of the 
slightest disturbance of the material 
over which its mute custody is exer- 
cised. Whitechapel, London, has any- 
thing but a savory reputation, and a 
Shoemaker on its principal stréet has 
long been puzzled how to save the show 
goods hung outside his stere from the 
depredations of the nimble-fingered 
natives. As every one nowadays goes 
to electricity for everything, the cob- 
bler thought he would do the same. 
An attractive pair of shoes,  accord- 
ingly, were fitted with electric wires 
making circuit with an alarm inside, 
and placed just outside the door of the 
store. The bait tooki’ A passer-by, 
with a quickness of hand that showed 
he was.no novice, attempted to 
“snatch’’ the shoes; the electric bell 
rang, and the salesman rushed out just 
in time to prevent*the booty being car- 
ried off by the thief, who was given 
into the hands of the police. The alms- 
‘boxes at the Roman Catholic hurch 
at Folkestone are all equipped with 
electric alarm bells. Their contents, 
which formerly were often tampered 
with, are now as safe as if they were 
locked in, an iron chest. Recently, a 
man who thought it would be the easi- 
est thing in the world to “tap” one of 
the simple-looking boxes, tried to do 
so. An electrical impulse along the 
wire. brought up the watchman in 
quick order, and the thief was marched 
away to jail, where, after trial, he 
stayed two months. 

OZONE APPARATUS, 

Ozone is now frequently employed 
by electrotherapists for the treatment 
of tuberculosis, anaemia, and affections 
of the throat and nose. It is an ad- 
mirable purifier of bad air, and is used 
in the library of the British Museum in 
London, and other places of public re- 
sort where ventilation is inadequate to 
the renewal of air vitiated by the cun- 
tinued presence of a large number of 
visitors. In hospitals, ozone is manu- 
factured by large static machines, and 
then dissipated through the wards by 
means of electric fans. One of the 
latest novelties in electrical instru- 
ments ts an ozone inhaler for domestic 
use, by which a patient can carry out 
at home the treatment pregeribed by 
his physician. It consists of several 
tubes a few inches long, surrounded by 
an aluminum armature, with electric 
connections, One terminal of the sec- 
ondary cell is connected to a copper 
wire running the legth a vacuum 
tube, the other to the aluminum covy- 
ering, which has numerous points di- 
rected toward it. From these points, 
when the current is turned on is sent 
out a stream of sparks of purple and 
‘magenta ‘tint, and the oxygen of the 
air is converted into ozone. The opera- 
tion of this instrument in a sick room 
has a most refreshing and benefielal 
effect on the patient. 

AN AUTOMATIC FENCING MASTER. 

Among the oddities of inventors who 
are ever on the lookout for novel ap- 
plications of electricity is the electrical 
“umpire,” a device for overcoming the 
difficulty of judging hits in a fencing 
bout. The jacket of each of the fencers 
is covered with fine copper or brass 
wire gauze, which is connected with the 
adversary’s foil through a circuit con- 
taining an electric bell and battery. 
When a hit is made, the circuit is closed 
and the bell rings. A special arrange- 
ment in each foil-handle provides that 
only a direct point produces a ring. An 
entirely separate circuit is used for each 
fencer, and the arrangements for secur- 
ing contaet are such that flicks, or 
blows, or grazes produce no regult. The 
bells are of different tones, placed 
on opposite sides of the room, so there 
ig no difficulty in telling who has scored 
a hit, or, in cases of almost simultaneous 
hits, who made the point first. There is 
a clever little device by which the wires 

ing from the batteries to the com- 
Petante collars are kept well out of the 
way, however sudden may their 
movements of advance or retreat. It is 
said that the apparatus has been tried 
by many persons of authority in the 
fencing world, and invariably with sat- 
isfaction. One of the claims of the 
“umpire” is that it involves not the 
slightest restraint on the movements of 
the fencers.

Its secret is that in- 
stead of being merely an electric-light 
station, idle during the day and 
carrying all its load at night, 
the station is also a power-house 
and therefore’ profitably employed 
for the greater portion of the 
twenty-four hours, This ia quite an ad- 
vance on English practice, in which 
the station is intended for lighting

“One thousand million dollars will not 
measure the money ~which will come 
across the Atlantic and into the United 
States during the period of prosperity 
which will develop in this republic after 
eur people promise in November to 
pay back the same grade of money they 
receive. Such inpouring of gold will 
give to every man in this country an 
opportunity to improve his financial 
condition. It will create a marvelous 
improvement of American properties, a 
radical, irresistible readjustment of the 
value of our securities to & level of 
those in Europe. It will not be pos-, 
sible for such gigantic improvement to 
loom up before us without being antic- 
ipated in Wall street. Certainly the 
market will not wait until the day after 
McKinley's election, and then suddenly 
jump up $20 a share. On the contrary, 
as it discounted the announcement of 
the gold platform at St. Louis, so also 
it will discount the final establishment 
of that platform long before the peo- 
ple have recorded their gold vote in 
November. Several weeks before the 
Republican National Convention these 
papers foretold that ‘the triumph of 
McKinley would turn ovt to be the 
downfall of free silver.” Already that 
realization has come into the public 
mind. We stated upon the assembling 
of the Democratic National Convention: 
‘Fort Sumter will be fired upon again 
this week at Chicago, but, when the 
armies form, the best men of the South 
will be found fighting for the country.” 
We now record the prediction that the 
better South will stampede toward gold, 
and that gold Democrats and gold Re- 
publicans will record a larger vote in 
favor of the standard of civilization 
than was ever concentrated before in 
this country upon any one issue.”

COMMERCIAL. 

DRIED LIMA BEANS. The lima 
bean is one of the most important prod- 
ucts of Southern California, especially 
in the counties of Ventura and Santa 
Barbara. The American Cultivator 
gives the following information regard- 
ing a new opening for the use of lima 
beans in a dry state: 

“Few of those who like the succulent 
green lima beans know that they are, 
if not equally good, at least superior to 
common field beans when dried for win- 
ter use. We used always when grow- 
ing limas to put up those that we could 
not use green, and the winter supply 
Was usually exhausted before spring. 
We think a profitable market for lima 
beans in their dried state can he 
found in most cities or villages, if 
farmers will tell their city friends how 
good they are. Lima beans have, even 
when dried, much of the rich, nutty 
taste that makes them popular when 
eaten green. There is another reason 
also for saving the last beans left at 
the end of the season for use in winter. 
They are quite often used’ for seed, 
with the result of making the lima 
bean crop each year a little later, so 
that in some places very few would be 
fit for use until frost came and nipped 
_the vines. The first fruits of any- 

thing in which earliness is important 
should always be used for seed.” 


CANNED GOODS. There is a a 
difference in the quality of dekoed 
goods, and it is a difficult thing for 
consumers to find out just what sort 
of an article they are consuming. The 
State of Kentucky now has a law 


passed by the last Legislature which | 


provides: 

“That it shall hereafter be unlawful 
in this State for any packer or dealer 
in preserved or canned fruits and vege- 
tables or other articles of food to offer 
such canned articles for sale after Jul 
1, 1896, with the exception of good 
brought from foreign countries or 
packed prior to the passage of this 
act, unless such articles bear a mark 
to indicate the grade or quality, to- 
gether with the name and address of 
such firm, person or corporation that 
pack the same or dealer who sells the 
same.”’ 

It is also provided in this law: s 

“That all soaked goods or goods put 
up from products dried before canning, 
shall be plainly marked by adhesive 
label, having on its face the word 
“Soaked” in letters not less in -size 
than two-line pica of solid and legible 
type; and all cans, jugs or other pack- 
ages containing maple syrup or molas- 
ses shall be plainly marked by an ad- 
hesive label, having on its face the 
name and address of the person, firm or 
corporation who make or prepare the 
same, together with the name and qual- 
ity of the goods in letters of the size 
provided in this section.” 

The penalties provided for the viola- 
tion of the provisions of the law are 
as follows: 

“Any person, firm or corporation who 
shall falsely stamp or label such cans 
or jars containing preserved fruit or 
food of any kind, or knowingly permit 
such false stamping or labeling, and 
any person, firm or corporation who 
shall violate any of the provisions of 
this act shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and punished with a fine 
not less than $50, in the case of the 
vendors, and in the case of manufac- 
turers and those falsely or fraudulently 
stamping or labeling such cans or jars, 
a fine of not less than $500 nor more 
than $1000, and it shall be the duty 
of any board of health to prosecute of- 
fenders in the ordinary course of law.” 

It would be a good idea if this law 
or something of the same character, 
should be adopted in other States be- 
sides Kentucky. Such a law not only 
protects consumers against dangerous 
adulteration, but also protects the hon- 
est packer, who often finds himself 
unable to compete with packers whose 
consciences are elastic. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

CONSUMPTION OF PAPER. More 
than nine-tenths of the paper manufac- 
- tured in the United States is consumed 
in the shape of newspaper and wrap- 
ping paper. Both of these varieties of 
paper are very short-lived after once 
being used. They are soon sent to 
the ash barrel, or serve for kindling 
fires. Seldom do people _ retain 
daily paper after the day or week in 
which it is issued. Hence it is readily 
seen that the 800,000,000 feet of spruce 
lumber which enters into the production 
of white paper and wrapping paper, 
its life under new conditions is lim- 
ited to a few weeks at most, while the 
spruce lumber which enters into the 
construction of dwellings, warehouses 
and business structures, often sub- 
serves its purpose for a century or 
more. The enormous draught upon the 
forests for the purposes of wood pulp 
and paper is intensified by the short 
duration of life in pulp and paper prod- 
ucts. Once used it passes out of use- 
fulness immediately. With the present 
low price of paper it does not pay to 
gather old papers, as was the custom in 
past generations. And yet spruce 
wood is by far the cheapest raw ma- 
terial in the production of pulp and 
paper ever yet discovered and utilized. 
It. is not likely that anything can be 
found in the line of. fibre-producing 
material to compete with spruce wood, 
or possibly with the hard woods of our 
forests.

The Railway Age, which, in its last 
issue, presents a tabulation of the sta- 
tistics on the subjea® points. out that 
between January.1 and June 30 eight- 
een roads either confessed or were 
forced into bankruptcy, and that their 
aggregate’ mileage was no less than 
3896 miles, while their bonded debt was 
approximately $131,068,000 and their ag- 
gregate sitocks $59,293,000, or a total 
nominal capital of  $190,361,000. This 
compares unfavorably with the first 
half of 1895, when. the record of ré- 
ceiverships included eleven roads only, 
whose mileage were altogether 2409 
les, their combined bonded obliga- 
tions and stock being $149,615,000. The 
same authority also gives the record 
for the entire year 1895, in which 
thirty-one roads became bankrupt, rep- 
resenting 4089 miles of lines and a capi- 
tal of $369,075,000. The figures for the 
full year 1894 are thirty-eight roads, 
with 7025 miles and over $395,000,000 
stock and bonds, though even this falls 
below the disastrous results of 1893, 
when there were seventy-four receiver- 
ships of such corporations, represenst- 
ing no less than 29,000 miles of roads 
and over $1,781,000,000 in indebtedness 
and stock.

What it Would Cost to Rebuild the 
Temecula Line. 

SAN DIEGO, Aug. 5.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The railroad commis- 
sioners are hearing arguments today in 
the matter of the people of Temecula 


vs. the Santa Fé Railway, to compel | 


the defendant to rebuild the Temecula 
line. The commissioners expect to go 
north on this afternoon's train. Chief 
Engineer Perris of ‘the Southern Cali- 
fornia Road, testified on Tuesday that 
it would cost $256,000 to rebuild twenty- 
nine miles of the Temecula road. The 
present road has less grades and sharp 
curves and is less Hable to washout 
than is the Temecula route. General 
Manager K. H. Wade thought that it 
would cost $400,000 to rebuild the Teme- 
cula road in first-class shape. The 
cost of the line would be $100,000, and 
to raise and protect the road by rip-rap 
would cost another $100,000. With 
proper rock cuts, etc., the whole cost 
would be about $400,000. The high grades 
of the Temecula road make 300 tons 
the maximum load for the best en- 
gines on the road. Mr. Wade pro- 
duced letters from merchants, grain 
growers and shippers expressing satis- 
faction with the present rail service.

WOUNDED BY THE ACCIDENTAL
